MELANCHOLY ACCIDENT aT HecxMmonpD- 
WIKE, NEAR Legps.—From the Leeds Intel- 
ligencer.—On Sunday evening last, during the 
performance of divine worship in the Wesleyan 
Methodist Chapel, at Heckmondwike, a rush 
was caused by a part of the congregation taking 
alarm at the falling of a stove-pipe, the result of 
which was the death of six individuals, chiefly 
young people. The following are the particu- 
lars:—Mr. William Dawson, a local preacher, 
of Barnbow, near this town, was preaching a 
sermon in the evening, after which it was in- 
tended to have made a collection for the Sun- 
day school connected with that place. At about 
@ quarter past seven, it was supposed that the 
pressure of the crowd (for the chapel was filled 
to excess) had shaken or displaced the stove, 
which was in the body of the chapel, and a 
little im front of the gallery. From the stove was 
an upright pipe, connected by an- elbow with a 
horizontal one, running under the gallery for 
three or four yards, and out of the front wall of 
the building. This pipe was feebly supported 
by nail crooks, and, from the causes above-men- 
tioned, it fell upon the people beneath, but 
without injury to any one. At this moment that 
part of the congregation in the vicinity of the 
spot, began to retire. This caused an alarm in 
the minds of many not acquainted with the 
trifling nature of the accident. The alarm im- 
mediately became general. The panic in the 
minds of the people in the gallery was very 
great, from the circumstance that a large 
quantity of dust and soot ascended towards 
them. A belief was thus induced that one end 
of the chapel had fallen down. Then came a 
general rush from all parts of the chapel, which 
was continued and increased by the crashing 
noise made by trampling upon the broken 
fragments of the stove-pipe which had fallen on 
the ground. The shrieks of females, the cracking 
of the wood work, and the jumping of people 
over the pews, produced an appalling effect 
upon the congregation, which seemed engaged in 
one general struggle to make anescape. The 
preachers in the pulpit used every effort to quell 
the alarm, but their exertions were fruitless. 
An individual, perceiving the crowd hastening 
towards one of the doors, closed it. .This caused 
the accumulation of a dense mass of human be- 
ings in a porch of but small dimensions, till some 
persons who had made their escape from the 
open door, forced the one which had hitherto 
been kept closed. This being effected, a scene 
presented itself which beggars all description. 
Those nearest the doors were young Pp 
who were immediately thrown down and tramp- 
led upon by those in the rear: others fell upon 
them in making their way out, and when the 
pressure had subsided, the passage to the door 
was literally choaked with males and females 
lying on the floor, so closely wedged that it re- 
eee considerable effort to extricate them 
rom each other. Those who had been fortunate 
enougi: to have their faces exposed to the air, 
suflered comparatively little injury; but others 
were suffocated before they could be removed. 
Part of the assembly remained in the chapel. 
After singing and prayer, the service was con- 
cluded without making any collection. 

On Tuesday, an inquest was held on the 
bodies, when a verdict of died from pressure 
and suffocation was returned as to each. A 
subscription has been commenced for the sur- 
viving sufferers.

MELANCHOLY ACCIDENT AT ANTWERP.— 
It is our painful duty to record one of the 
most lamentable occurrences with which the 
annals of coach-travelling, so fertile in dis- 
asters, have ever furnished us. On Saturday 
evening week, at about half-past eight o’clock, | 
the diligence from Brussets to Rotterdam left | 
Antwerp with 14 passengers, and an immense | 
pile of luggage. On entering upon one of the 
narrow bridges of the fortifications, the reins 
broke, and the horses becoming entangled in 
the harness, plunged to one side of the bridze, 
which occasioned the vehicle to totter, and in 
a moment afterwards to fall over the railings 
into the ditch, a depth of at least thirty feet. 
The mind shudders at contemplating the con- 
sequences, and we are grieved to have to state 
them ina most fatal extent. Ten pasengers, 
including the conducteur, found a w-lery grave.

Miniatcrs Stream Encines.—On Satur- 
day evening last was exhibited, in the window of 
one of our neighbors, Mr. Ellis, grocer, of Low- 
gate, a mechanical curiosity constructed with 
singular ingenuity. It is a steam engine, of 
sinaller dimensions than we have before seen 
applied to the diminution of manual labour,— 
smaller, in fact, than the working models usually 
placed on the table of the lecturer. The work- 
manship is of the highest finish, and from the 
rapidity and regularity with which it performed 
its work, turning a coffee mill, the valves and 
mechanism must have been fitted with the great- 
est accuracy. It continued working the whole 
of Saturday evening, and attracted crowds of 
visiters. The principle of the engine is that of 
® high pressure, the diameter of the piston ap- 
pears to be little more than an inch, and the 
space the whole apparatus occupies is incon- 
ceivably small for the power it is calculated to 
exert. This scientific rarity was wholly manu- 
factured, we are informed, by Mr. E. Northen, 
optician, a young gentleman who has already 
given proofs of his skill in the construction of 
several models for the use of the Mechanics’ In- 
stitute.— Hull Packet.

At Drury the Easter piece was a melo-drama- 
tic tale of Fairy, taken from Crofton Croker’s 
legends. It was entitled, ‘“* Fhe Prince of the 
Lakes.’’ The great O’Donoghue, who lives un- 
der the lake (we forget what lake,) 
acegrding to the legend, ascends to the surface 
once in seven years, and riding on hia white 
horse, astonishes the natives not a little. 
This piece was eminently successful, the scene- 
ry splendid, the humour racy, the brogue rich, 
and the audience delighted. 
Covent Garden, Drury’s great rival, produced 
another sort of diablerie.—*' The Devil’s Elizir, 
or the Shadowless Man.”’ 
This too with splendid scenery and machinery, 
was successful, and won the greatest applause. 
The Surrey, the Cobourg, Astley’s, Sadler’s 
Wells, the Pavilion, all did their best with no- 
velties to please their several patrons. The 
pieces and entertainments produced are not ca- 
pable of analysis. Ducrow, prince of horsemen, 
was greatly successful at Astley’s. 

After the theatres come the exhibitions.— 
Among these there is a panorama of Pandemo- 
nium, the newest novelty, a canvas illustration 
of Milton—the refinement of the times!—The 
critics call ita splendid and terrific exhibition —- 
A model of the Inquisition is also one of the 
Easter shows, and properly enough accompanies 
the above. Last of these is Tam o’Shanter and 
Souter Johnnie, which arrived in London in time 
for the Easter holidays. Of these figures it is 
said, eminent sculptors, who were incredulous of 
their reported merits, have confessed their un- 
mingled surprise and pleasure on viewing them. 
So admirably chiselled are the hose of Tam, that 
the-spectator can hardly persuade himself, with- 
out touching them, that they are not genuine 
knitted woollens. The same may be said of 
other parts of the dress, which fit so naturally to 
the body, that it is hard to believe they are not 
real. Ina conception of the design, as well as in 
the execution, it may indoed be said, that the 
sculptor has cast hig material in the identical 
mould of the poet’s fancy. 

Last scene of all, to close this trivial history, 
the Lord Mayor gave a grand entertainment at 
the Mansion-house, to half the world of London 
gentry and nobles, or such as the season con- 
gregates in London.

The Lonp Maror expressed his surprise at 
this statement, but was perfectly willing to do 
all in his power to assist a poor lad under such un- 
fortunate circumstances; a according to his 
Lordship’s desire, he was sent to Mr. Laundy, 
and yesterday he appeared to exhibit the eatent 
of the instruction he had received. In the first 
place be exhibited a pair of instruments by which 
he was enabled to dress and undress himself, 
buttoning and unbuttoning bis own clothes; 
another set by meansof which he could lift and 
carry great loads; another by which he could 
carve his own victuals and help himself to 
any thing he wanted. But the most extraor- 
dinary of all, was an instrument that enabled 
him to write, and also to teach others to write. 
The poor fellow with this instrument wrote his 
name in the presence of the Lord Mayor, and 
astonished every body in consequence of the 
facility with which he did it—and it was the 
opinion of every one that he was not only capa- 
e of writing himself, but af teaching others. 
The only question now remaining, was how 
the poor fellow waste be got back to the Ork- 
ney Islands, and what was to become of him 
when he got there.

Yesterday afternoon, April 22, an inquest was 
held at the Feathers Tavern in the Waterloo. 
road, before R. Canter, Esq., touching the 
death of Mary Ann Kirshaw, who destroyed 
herself by taking laudanum. The deceased was 
24 years of “ge, and of considerable personal 
attractions. ‘The jury having viewed the body, 
on their return to the room the following evi- 
dence was adduced :— 
Mr. Henry Laver, surgeon, of 37, Upper 
Stamford-street, deposed, that on Sunday night, 
about I1 o’clock, he was sent for to No. 70, 
Commercial-road. On his arrival there, be saw 
the dece » who was in bed, labouring under 
the effects of laudanum: she was delirious at 
the time, and by the bed-side,on a table, he 
perceived two empty phials, which bad e small 
quantity of the above liquid in them. Witness 
administered an emetic, and also used the stom- 
ach-pamp, neither of which operated beneficial- 
ly, owing to the length of time that had elapsed, 
which must have becn upwards of an hour from 
the period the laudanum was received into the 
stomach. She expired in about 11 ‘hours after- 
wards. The witness added that on a post mor- 
tem examination of the body, he ascertained 
that her death was produced by laudanum, an 
ounce at least of which liquid she must have 
swallowed, and which it appeared the unfortu- 
nate woman had purchased in small portions at 
different chymists’ shops. Here Mr. Laver 
handed in a letter, of which the following is a 
copy, and said that it had been placed in his 
hands by a person named James Spice, with 
whom he understood the decoased had been liv- 
ing for some time previous to ber dissolution. 
The letter was read at the request of the jury, 
and it was addressed to James Spice. It com-

I_told Mr. Tomkinson 
something about it then, but not all until Tues- 
day, and [ was then committed to prison. There 
was no money shown to me, I have never 
said that there was. I know Whally, I have 
told him that there was money shown to me. 
By Mr. Serjeant Cross.—I keep no accounts 
of my money, nor any dates. 1 was in Knuts- 
ford gaol for this business, and no other, nor in 
Chester. I did not mention to any one that I 
wished to be at large. If had been at large, 
1 should have been in danger of my life, and 
therefore I wished to remain in prison. I have 
not been there against my will. 

Edward Hurd, examined by Mr. Cotrtina- 
HAM.—I am gamekeeper to Edwin Crobett, Esq. 
of Darnhall. I was called out on the night of 
the 17th of December. The witness went on 
to state, that he went with others to the wood, 
and said, ‘‘Now, my boys, take care of your- 
selves.

The learned Jupce commenced his summing 
up by ex ing the law,, and reading to the 
jery the authorities with regard to the 
extent of credit that should be given to the evi- 
dence of an accomplice. Undoubtedly, in the 
present case, the evidence against the prisoners 
at the bar depended almost entirely on the evi- 
dence of the accomplice. But they would have 
to say whether that evidence was not confirmed 
by s0 many circumstances that the guilt of the 
prisoners could not be doubted. The confirma- 
tory testimony need not be applicable to them 
all: if they found that the evidence of the ac- 
complice was confirmed as to one, that he had 
spoken the truth in all the material parts as it 
regarded one. he would be entitled to credit as 
his evidence attached to the others. Hs Lord- 
ship then went through the whole of the evi- 
dence, which, with the comments thereon, oc- 
cupied nearly two hours. 

The Jury consulted together for a few minutes, 
and then brought in a verdict of Guilty aguinst 
them all. . 

Mr. Justice Jenvis.—Call the prisoners up 
for judgment. 

Mr. Serjeant Jonxs.—My Lord, I mean to 
move an arrest of judgment. 

Mr. Justice Jenvis.—You must bring your 
writ of error. 

Mr. Serjeant Joxes.—My Lord, | trust that 
I shall be figst beard. 

Mr. Serjeant Cross.—You have already been 
heard. 

Mr. Serjeant Jones.—How can I have been 
heard in arrest of a judgment that has not taken 
place? 

The learned Serjeant and Mr. J. Jervis were 
then heard, and took the same and other objec- 
tions to the indictment, as were taken in the 
course of the trial.

Mr. Justice Jzenvis said, he need not trouble 
himself. The objections were such as he should 
over-rule and pass sentence. 

Mr. Serjeant Jowxs.~-Your Lordship will 
allow us a copy of the indictment. 

Mr. Justice Jen vis.—Certainly. 

His Lordship then proceeded to address the 
prisoners in the most solemn manner. They had 
been found guilty of going out in a body, no less 
than 26 in number; and it was impossible that 
they could have so gone out, armed with nine- 
teen guns, for the sole purpose of killing game. 
They had, without doubt, gone out for the pur- 
pose of resisting and overpoworing the keepers 
that might be brought agaiust them. He had 
no hesitation in saying, that the evidence 
against them was such, that had they been tried 
upon the capital charge, a conviction would 
have followed and some of their lives would 
have been forfeited, and the remainder would 
have certainly been transported for life. They 
had received good characters, and might have 
been men of good character up to the time 
of their commencing their illegal practices, 
which must be put a stop to, and for which they 
would be severely punished; it was a mistaken 
lenity to expect that such conduct should be 
slightly punished; and they would find, and he 
also hopéd that others would find, that th 
laws were strong enough to put a stop to Pa 
a species of crime.

Pizarro was well played, on Saturday even- 
ing, except a few parts; and the experiments 
lately made seem to prove that @ good five act 
play ie at least as attractive as a good-for-no- 
thing melo-drama. Not that I am so simple as 
to believe that more than one out of five, of the 
ladies and gentlemen in the house on that even- 
ing, Were attracted by any thing else than 
Herr Cine. This is reasonable enovgh; for 
rope dancing is a sort of intellectual @tertain- 
ment which every understanding may compre- 
hend and enjoy, without the labour of hard- 
thinking. Every lady, whatever may be her 
other acquirements, has learnt the use of the 
ekipping rope, with petticoats carefully tucked 
in, and feet light and nimble asa graeshopper’s; 
and few genticmen have arrived at years of dis- 
cretion without practice in the cognate arts of 
hopscop and leap-frog. 

Tragedies and comedies, being composed of 
words which are strung into sentences, and these 
again combined in speeches of unequal length, 
often difficult to be understood without some at- 
tention to what is going on, are apt to be irk- 
some at any season, and, in warm weather, ab- 
so utely intolcrable.

And is not this nearly 

house a summer theatre, 
where repose and comfort ought to be sought, 
in preferere: to study and mental exertion?— 
Ihave not often been better pleased than with 
a litile occurrence on Saturday. Having seated 
myself rather thoughtless, without much regard 
for the convenience of those behind me, I sat 
| out the two first acts without observing that I 
had in my rear a neighbour of smal! dimen- 
sions, who must have been deprived of all 
chance of seeing what was transacting on the 
stage. On discovering how matters stood, I felt 
disposed to do justice to the little gentleman by 
offering to exchange places with him. On rising, 
however, I found that he was propped upon the 
bench behind him, with arms folded, mouth a- 
jar, and his whole man as soundly asleep as Cer- 
berus after his sop. I had the curiosity, from 
time to time, to cast a look at this vigilant cri- 
tic, and found that he slept through the other 
three acts as undisturbed as if in his cradle. 
When preparations commenced for fixing Herr 
Cuiinx’s rope, my little Argus, as if by inspira- 
tion, opened his peepers, and clapped and shout- 
ed with delight, through the whole of this exhi- 
bition, till all his ne.ghbours wished that his 
sleep had been eternal. 

I am almost ashamed to confess that I pre- 
ferred the tragedy. Woon’s Pizarro has long 
ranked among the best of our tragic performan- 
ces, and last night, assuredly, there was no 
falling off. Porter, I believe, did his best 
as Alonzo and therefore [ have no inclination 
to condemn him. I presume he is aware of his 
want of the gallantry and epirit required by 
such a character as the husband of Cora.— 
PorTER is apt to show too little of that activity 
of which one of his fellows thinks we never can 
have too much. Of the two vices, overacting 
is the worst. I do not like to throw away ad- 
vice on empty heads, or I could recommend the 
avoiding of both, and show by reference to 
Woopn’s playing, how easily this may be done. 
Warren's Las Cases was respectable; but a 
little more force would have done the charac- 
ter no injury. Mercer, unless I mistook some 
other for him, played no less than three parts.— 
The Sentinel, the Priest, and the Blind man. 
The first is an interesting part, and he did it cre- 
ditably, though not so impressively as [ have 
seen it by a much inferior actor. The second 
was good, but much inferior to Boyle's. His 
old man was perhaps the best of the three, but 
was rather too sturdy for one of his years.— 
Though Greene’s talents are not of the tragic 
kind, he played Orozimbo very judiciously, and 
deserves credit for it. Ithought, however, that 
I could see his comic propensities constantly 
striving to get the upper hand of his tragic pow- 
ers, and the latter very properly resisting them. 
He is very good in old men; witness his Justice 
Malcom, on Saturday, among others of the same 
kind. 

Elvira was excellently acted by Mrs. Woop. 
This lady’s recitation is unquestionably superior 
to that of any other performer on the American 
stage; and this acquirement is displayed to great 
advantage in the measured prose of Pizarro. 
Performers who value themselves on this talent 
should be very careful not to give us declama- 
tion in the place of passion. Mas. Woop sel- 
dom falls iato this error; but I think her Elvira 
would have been made more perfect by the in- 
fusion of a little more energy. Certainly nothing 
else was wanting. No one in the company, ex- 
cept Mas. Wiis, could have done any thing 
like justice to the interesting Cora. In serious 
parts, this young actress’s yoice is a treasure to 
her, as it carries the sentiment directly to the 
heart. She played the part, too, with great judg- 
ment. 

Merit, in the humblest line, I am unwilling to 
leave unnoticed. In the boy who leads his 
blind parent, I was more pleased by Miss Ker 
than by any one whom I had previously seen in 
the same part, which, though short, is interest- 
ing.
